My friends, we are drifting from 
these sound prlnclple»J. There Is a 
deci<|ed tendency today to (oiisider 
the govern. iient as the civator of 
these right- Many of our people 
carried along by the swift current 
tow^iid- centralisatlsa of all power 
seem to forgot that the government 
of the (Jnited 6tates does not create 
the; right to life, liberty and ths 
pursuit of happiness. Ood aloaa is 
the author of these rights. He has 
bestowed them, upon each individual. 
No man or any number of men, how- 
ever large, can justly claim to create 
these rights or abolish them. This 
like all other govem- 
inents. must have for its sole ob- 
ject to safegusiid the Ood-given 
rights of it^ citizens. To curtail the 
Uod-given rights of any citizen ex- 
cept in ae far as is nere«,sary to 
prevent him from infringing upon 
the equal rights of others, or to pre- 
wnt the exercise of his rights un- 
less the protection of the nations 
demand It, would be tyranny today 
as it was in 1776.

We have left of our ntunbers, on 
the fields of France, nearly aeren 
hundred men, to reat there forever, 
who died under the folds of the 
ttanner of thia Republic.

in the uaiDC of those whom we left 
behind in France for the country

at Versalllea Pi-esldent Wilson has 
returned t ) the I'nited wStates, bring- 
ing with I'.ini the results of the 
peace conference, which bind in- 
separably the treaty and the League 
of Nations. In a foreword the 
Morning Star take^ a calm view and 
says: 

(Momentous day* are theae upon 
which the fate of our country hangs, 
for the T^eagup of Nations is part 
and parcel of the treaty. If adopted,
